severe blow, much to the delight of; 
cigar men, grocers and other dealers 
in coupon goods, A temporary in- 
junction has been granted against the 
collection of pay for licenses pro- 


vided for in the coupon law. The 
three United States judges who re-. 
cently heard the case in Huntsville, 
Ala,, have unanimously declared that 
the coupon law is unconstitutional. 


Judge Rhydon M. Call, of the! 
Southern District of Florida, one of 
the judges sitting at the hearing, 


wrote the opinion and pronounced the 
decision of the court. 

The judges held that coupon giving 
is solely an advertising scheme, and 
has no vestige of a gambling nature. 

The opinion is brief and concludes | 
as follows: | 

“We do not care, however, to con- | 
sider the question whether the act 
violates the interstate commerce 
clause of the Constitution. Having 
reached the conclusion that the sec- 
tion violates the Fourteenth Ameni- | 
ment, it is unnecessary that we con- | 
sider the other grounds of constitu | 
tionality alleged in the bill of com- | 
plaint. It is therefore ordered that | 
the interlocutory injunction issues as 
prayed for in and by said bill of com- 
plaint.”

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 25,—Stand- 
ing where Washington stood in Sep- 
tember, 1796, when he read his Fare- 
well Address to the American people, 
in which he announced his intention 
to retire from public life, President 
Wilson to-day read an address at the 
rededication of Old Congress Hall. 

The building, which was the Capi- 
tol of the United States from 1790 
to 1800, is one of the most important 
histori¢ edifices in the country, being 
second in importance only to Inde- 
pendence Hall itself. It was in view 
of this importance that President 
Wilson and his Cabinet and a dele- 
gation from Congress, 
many of the foreign A 
were invited to take par 
dedication ceremonies. 

Used as Courthouse. 

For more than a century the old 
building had been used as a court- 
house, for which purpose it was orig- 
inally intended, and for this reason 
even many Philadelphians were not 
entirely appreciative of the historic 
value of the structure. 

In this building, which stands at 
the southeast corner of Sixth and 
Chestnut streets, forming western 
end of the Independence Hall group 
of historic buildings, Washington was 
inaugurated for his second term to 

the Senate Chamber, which was on 
the second floor. 

In the House of Representatives, 
on+the ground floor, John Adams 
took the oath as second President of 
the United States. In the House 
Washington read his Farewell Ad- 
dress and, indeed, his annual mes- 
Sages, and in this apartment, also, 
John Marshall announced to the sad- 
dened nation, and particularly to 
Congress, the death of Washington. 

Saw Amendments Ratified. 

While Congress occupied this 
building the first eleven amendments 
to the Constitution were ratified and 
the States of Vermont and Kentucky 
were admitted to the Union. 

From December 6, 1790, unil May 
14, 1800, Congress sat in Philadelphia 
in the building. After the capital 
was removed to the banks of the Po- 
tomac the building became a court- 
house, and continued in that service 
until 1895. Ten years ago the first 
attempts at restoration were taken, 
but only last year the actual work 
was taken up in earnest.

In Season’s Foodstuif Prices;

[ ITTLE comfort for the consumer 

in his quest of lower prices for 
| the necessities of life is seen by 
M. D. Thompson, of the Williams- 
Thompson Company, Broad _ street 
commission merchants. Prices for 
things that go on the poor man’s table 
will be a little higher than they were 
last year. Short crops in certain lines 
and an unusually heavy demand for 
them are assigned as the cause. 

The crop of eating apples is 25 to 
30 per cent short, and the grapefruit 
crop is reduced to 50 per cent, causing 
gen lly higher prices Apples will 
be $5 a barrel to the retatler and 65 to 
75 cents a peck to the consumer. 
Cooking apples are also higher. Some 
consolation is promised in the lower 
prices of Florida oranges. A bumper 
crop is reported, and this, Mr. Thomp- 


son says, will enable the common 
r ple to save If oranges are eaten 
plentifully rather than apples and 
grapefruit, the laboring man can get 
the benefit, unless he eats so many 
oranges that he forces up the price 


again. Then he can switch to applies 
and grapefruit, which have gone down 
in the meantime, and reap the benetit 
at both ends. 

Prices Up, Then Down. 

At least, that is the economics of !t, 
whether the scheme works out or not. 
Mr. Thompson asserts that price 
scalgs shift like bags of sand {tn the 
hull of a rocking ship; now they are 
on this side and now on the other, 
first up and then down, depending on 
the movement of the vessel. 

Produce men ‘don't regulate these 
shifts, according to Mr. Thompson. 
fou can't run a “trust” in a market 
of perishable goods. Listen: 

“The public has a very erroneous

idea of the commission merchants’ 
position in handling produce, We use 
cold storage, but only to save our 
goods, not to corner the market and 
extort high prices, It is to the ad- 
vantage of the dealer to get his goods 
off his hands as quickly as possible, 
and to put prices on them that will 
move them. Otherwise we have caT- 
loads of spoiled grapefruit, cranber- 
ries, lettuce, celery, poultry and the 
lke. 


Demand Can’t Be Estimated. 

“Produce men can estimate the siz 
of crops, but they can never estimate 
what the demand is going to be., The 
demand is very variable. The rich 
man's table keeps up about the same, 
but when fruits and poultry become 
high the poor man must use substi- 
tutes at a lower price. To reduce tine 
margin between what a man makes 
and what he requires to give him a 
fair living is largely the work of the 
dealer. Too many people want to live 
off the 35 per cent of the population 
which liv farm and which 
produces something out of the ground. 
More people raising foodstuffs is what 
we need to keep prices lower anid 
make it nossible to get a good living 
and have a fair surplus left.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—Secre- 
tary McAdoo, of the Treasury, to-day

Early Frost Checks 
Boll Weevil Invasion 


Georgia Given Better Chance to 
Fight Pest Next Year, Says 
State Entomologist. 


The early frost stopped the boll 
weevil, according to a statement Sat- 
urday, by Dr. KE. L. Worsham, State 
Entomologist. 

“Had it not been for this early 
frost," said Dr. Worsham, “Georgia 
farmers would have had to have be- 
gun their fight with the boll weevil 
this fall instead of next year. 

“As a result we will be able to se- 
cure for the bulletin which this de- 
partment is preparing on the’ boll 
weeyil the report of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, which will 
outline how far the boll weevil has 
traveled during 1913. 

“With the early maturing varieties 
of cotton seed, which are now being 
perfected in Georgia, and the resis- 
tent varieties, which fight off the 
black root and anthraxous and sim- 
ilar diseases, we believe that the 
Georgia cotton planter will be in the 
best posisble position to cope with 
the boll weevil next year.” 


Infernal Machine in 
U.S. Mail Discovered 


Death Package, Mailed at Cincinnati 
to New Zealander, Lacked 
Sufficient Postage. ; 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—An in- 
fernal machine, traveling peacefully 
through the mails on its way to Frank 
D. Goldberg, Wellington, New Zea- 
land, was discovered by the postal au- 
thorities because of insufficient post- 
age to-day. The bomb was incased 
neatly in a harmless looking pack- 
age about five inches wide by eight 
inches long and four inches deep. It 
was mailed at Cincinnati, and con- 
tained enough dynamite set to ex- 
plode when the box was opened To 
blow a man to pieces. 

The postal authorities became sus- 
Picious of the package when examin- 
ing it for a return address and turn- 
ed It over to the War College, where 
it was exploded.

Secret Report Is That Six Guards 
and Another Officer Have Been 
Discharged, but the Warden 
Refuses to Discuss the Matter, 


Graphic Description of the “Hole”? 
Is Written by a Man Who Des 
clares He Knows All the Terrors 
of the Underground “Solitary.”? 


While calmly asserting that an in- 
vestigation would be welcomed, tha 
administration at the Atlanta Fed- 
eral prison has taken the first Impor- 
tant steps to crush the “insurgents” 
within the penitentiary walls. 

t was reported with some secrecy 
to The American Saturday that six 
guards and another officer had been 
peremptorily discharged, Warden 
Moyer declined to discuss the mat 
ter. He would neither deny nor af. 
firm the report, but it 1s declared thay 
the prison is passing through a cri-+ 
sis and the charres first made by Ju- 
Nan Hawthorne are to result in tm 
portant changes—those the warden 
makes and perhaps some his oppo- 
nents may bring about. 

The men discharged last week are 
sald to have been singled out by the 
warden as being in sympathy with 
jthe prisoners or in “taiking» too 
much” while off duty, Congressman 
William Schicy Howard may possibly 
use information derived from these 
sources in basing the investigation he 
has promised. Howard !s determined 
on a thorough Inquiry. Some of the 


former prisoners, as well as dis 
charged employees, are willing 
enough to talk, but are very careful 


to see that their names are not made 
public, 
More About Hole. 

As an example of this interest in 
the affairs of the prison, held by men 
who have left Its walls, the following 
description of “the hole” is given 
from an account furnished The Amer- 
{ean by a man who asked, for obvi- 
‘ous reasons, that his name be with- 
held, but who anys he has been tn it: 

“"The hole’ is not a hole in the 
wall; neither is it a ‘hole in the 
ground,” he says. “But it iz a place 
to turn a man’s cheeks white anc 
make a man’s knees shake, and cause 
his Nps to tremble, when, for somo 
infraction of the very strict rules az 
the prison, he is ordered to ‘tha 
hole,’ 

“Solitary confinement ig the righs 
term for it, and certainly it isn’t one 
hole; rather a row of holes—one fow 
every candidate that may be nom! 
nated, 

“Away down in the bottom of the 
‘big bastile,, whose foundations ex- 
tend twenty feet under ground, there 
is a row of little rooms or cells. They 


are six feet wide and nine feet long, 
and maybe ten feet high. Walis, 
floor, ceiling—solid concrete, with an 
iron grating in the narrow door. 

“Dark? In one. of those cells a 
man can see nothing but the stars— 
and those stars aren’t real. He has 
to Imagine them. 

“Furniture? One blanket and an 
fron rod, and two chairs. In the 
daytime the blanket ts not in use, 
but the tron rod is—and the chains. 
The man condemned to solitary con- 
tinement is hand-cuffed between the 
fron rod and one wall, his hands belng 
spread apart about as far as he can 
hold them. At night the wall fasten- 
ing ts mercifully loosed, go he can lle 
down with very little difficulty on 
half of his blanket, tolding the other 
half over him. The concrete floor is 
his mattress and bed. 

Just Bread and Water. 

“Food? About three ounces of 
bread and a glass of water at noon 
each day while in the ‘hole.’ 

“For what prison crimes do thev 
put a@ man in the ‘hole? Well, 
sometimes for one thing, sometimes 
for another, The rules are not quite 
so severe and strict as they used to 
be. But I have seen two half-breed 
Indians, old friends, from the same 
reservation, who recognized each oth- 
er in Sunday school and dared te 
whisper a greeting—those two half- 
breeds, for that offense, were put in 
the ‘hole’ for two days and two nights. 
And one of them, as stout and hardy 
a@ boy as 1 could wish to see, came out 
of that relic of the Dark Ages trem-~ 
bling and shaking as if from a mortal 
illness. 

“And that’s the kind of a place the 
‘hole’ {s—the ‘hole’ that is getting to 
be so much talked about.” 

The American has other communi- 
cations of this nature. The American, 
of course, does not vouch in any way 
for the information. Visitors are not 
shown the “hole,” it appears. And the 
warden politely but firmly deciines te 
say a word about anything connected 
with the prison, for the benefit of the 
newspapers, 

And as for the guards that talk too 
much, Well, \t seems some of them 
have lost their official heads, The 
convicts can't talk until they get out, 
and, anyway, they couldn't be dix- 
charged. 7

The shaft 
is of simple, Classic design and rises 
about four feet above the water in 
the basin, The water flows over the 
rim of the basin like a vetl. 

Following is the inscription: 

“In memory of Francis David Mul- 
let, 1846-1912, and Archibald Welling- 
ton Butt, 1865-1912, this monument 
has been erected by their friends, 
with the sanction of Congress.” 

On one side of the shaft is an 
armed female figure, in bas-relief, 
representing Chivalry, which gets its 
inspiration from Major Butt's aid ta 
women and children in the great dis- 
aster. On the opposite side is an- 
other female figure representing Art, 
of course In honor of Mr. Millet. 

The memorial was designed by 
Dantel Chester French, the New York 
sculptor, in collaboration with Thom- 
as Hastings, the New York architect, 
both of whom donated their services.

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Mrs. Pankhurst Mild Beside Our Own Politicians 
Grows Young When She 


Years Lift Their Weight From Her 
Shoulders When She Begins to 
Tell, Good-Naturedly, the Story 
of English Militancy. 


By DOROTHY DIX. 

“To those who are fighting for 
some high ideal, some noble and un- 
selfish aim, a mysterious power 
seems to be granted that gives them 
the strength to endure and to con- 
quer, and to do things they could 
never do for themselves alone.” 

These were almost the last words 


of Mrs, Pankhurst’s speech at 
the big suffrage meeting at 
Madison Square Garden. She was 


talking to the women who had gone 
on hunger strikes, her own daugh- 
ter among the number, and who 
had fasted until they were at the 
very doors of death, and who had 
come out of prison, their eyes blood- 
shot and their bodies marked as are 
the victims of famine. One hun- 
dred and fifty-six women—women 
delicately reared and accustomed to 
all of the luxuries of life—had 
dared this awful ordeal, and the 
courage and the endurance of not 
one had failed. 

It was a record of martyrdom 
that had no parallel since the days 
when men and women gave their 
bodies to be burned at the stake for 
the faith that was in them, and 
whether you believed in suffrage or 
not; whether you believed these 
women to be fanatics or not, one 
thing was certain—they struck the 
high note of heroism to which all 
that is generous in the human soul

Mrs. Pankhurst’s 
words might have been said about 
herself, for it is obvious to even the 
dullest observer that her flame of 
life is fed from the fires of consecra-~ 
tion to a great cause. 

Made Young by Her Cause. 

At the beginning of the meeting 
she came upon the stage a frail, 
thin, worn old woman, plain of face, 
and ‘with bent shoulders, as if the 
load she bore was too heavy for her 


strength, Then she began to speak, | 


the shoulders straightened, the tired 
eves flushed with excitement, her 
pale cheeks glowed, her straight lips 
curved with humor or with scorn, 
and, lo! a miracle was wrought and 
she wag no longer old and homely, 
but beautiful and young, with the 
eternal youth of the spirit, Hven 
her meager stature seemed to grow 
and to tower as she rose ta some 
height of eloquence in defending the 
cause so near her heart. 

Never have I seen anyone so mét- 
amorphosed in appearance as Mrs. 
Pankhurst is when she speaks, 
makes you think of an incandes- 
cent lamp suddenly flashed through 
an alabaster vase, so lovely and 
luminous is the radiance of her en- 
thusiasm ‘shining in her counte- 
nance. 

Looks Unequal to Task. 

Little and frail, and _black- 
garbed, simple and gentle looking as 
the most home-keeping of wives 
and mothers, the great English mil- 
itant stepped to the front of the 
‘platform, where Mr. Charles Ed- 
ward Russell had just acclaimed her 
one of the greatest commanders and 
generals the world had ever seen. 
The big audience got on its feet 
and cheered her, and as you looked, 
the wonder gripped you again at 
the difference between the looks of 
the woman and her accomplish- 
ments. She seemed so unequal to 
the gigantic task she has set her- 
self and the great deeds she had 
already done. 

Then she began speaking, and 
your wonder fell away as you be- 
gan to feel the magnetism of her 
and to understand her power and 
why her followers are her devotees, 
ready to do her bidding blindly, even 
as Napoleon's soldiers were ready 
to follow him to the death. Every 
great leader has this quality of per- 
sonal magnetism, and none ever 
possessed it in fuller measure than 
does Mrs. Pankhurst. 

As an orator Mrs. Pankhurst ts a 
spellbinder. She has the beautiful 
voice of the cultured English gen- 
tlewoman, soft, gentle and low, but 
it carries to the farthest part of the 
big hall and was distinctly audible. 
She speaks simply, without notes, 
with no striving for dramatic ef- 
feets, no attempt at eloquence; but 
there is never a pause for a word, 
no break in the clear-cut logic of 
her argument.

kept to her subject. She reminded 
the audience—what we all forget 
sometimes when we read about the 
depredations of the militants—that 
men have not acquired the franchise 
by rosewater methods themselves. 
She said that all during the nine- 


»teenth century the men and women 


alike in England were struggling 
for representation in, government, 
and that it was onlv after they had 
half of the city of Dover in flames 
in '32 that the franchise was grant- 
ed the men of the middle classes; 
that it was after John Bright in '67 
had advised the men to choke up 
every street leading to the House 
of Parliament, that artisans were 
given the ballot, and that as late 
as the '808 Joe Chamberlain offered 
to lead the agriculturists to West- 
minster If necessary in their fight 
for the ballot. 

But the women made no fight. 
They merely asked for the ballot in 
a ladylike way and didn’t get it, 
“We found out that people who are 
patient in government may go on 
being patient, and so we quit being 
patient,” added Mrs. Pankhurst, in 
explaining the why of militancy. 

Then she told of the cruel mar- 
riage and divorce laws of England 
that make it possible for a husband 
to force his wife to live In the same 
house, even with his mistress, and 
that deny her a divorce unless she 
has been physically beaten In addi- 
tion to other misfortunes; that give 
her no guardianship over her chil- 
dren, and that deprive her of fair 
property rights, and of many other 
conditions that make the legal po- 
sition of an Englishwoman intoler- 
able to a woman of independent 
spirit. 

All of this had driven the women 
of England into a state of civil 
war, in which they were fighting 
for their liberties just as American 
men fought in 1776. And it was the 
well-born women, the fortunately 
placed, the happy women, who were 
fichting this war for the sakes of 
their poor and helpless sisters. 

Mrs. Pankhurst said that she had 
often wondered at men’s attitude 
toward women in denying them 
representation in government, but 
that the answer to the problem had 


come because some men thought 
women were superhuman, and 
placed them on a pedestal where, 


of course, they didn’t need a mun-

balance of the men thought women 
were subhuman, and didn’t have 
enough intelligence to exercise the 
franchise. 

The result was that one set of 
men said to women, “Well, ff you 
really want the franchise, why don’t 
you do something to get it, instead 
of sitting around and wishing for 
it?” and when they did do some- 
thing they were locked up in jail for 
being miltant. 

Speaking of American women, 
Mrs. Pankhurst said that they had 
no need of militancy, because they 
could get the vote In an orderly 


manner, but that they had to use | 


militancy in England, and that 
probably the English women were 
being militant enough for the whole 
sex everywhere. 
Good-Natured Speech. 

“Mrs. Pankhurst’s speech was an 
interesting exposition of the situa- 
tion in England, an eloquent plea 
for women’s rights, and it was ab- 
solutely good-natured, without ve- 
hemence or hysteria or violence. It 
couldn't possibly have shocked the 
most ladylike person. 

Indeed, compared to the speeches 
that our own leading politicians 
are making, and the short and ugly 
word they are calling each other, 
and the things they are accusing 
each other of doing, Mrs Pank- 
hurst’s account of militancy in Eng- 
land fell rather flat. It seemed as 
innocuous as mother’s milk, and to 
lack ginger and punch. 

But women are satill only ama- 
teurs in politics, and they play the 
game differently from men, As Mr. 
Russell said, speaking of the wom- 
en’s war in England, “it is the only 
war for freedom ever waged in 
the history of the world where the 
only blood that has stained its white 
banners isthe blood of its own myr- 
tyrs.”

Under New Currency Law Impor- 
tant Treasury Official Will Be 
Only a Figurehead. 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 25.—Refore 
the currency bill is enacted into law 
it will be amended practically to abol- 
Ish the important post of Comptrol- 
ler of the Currency. 

The work now done by that official 


will be distributed among a number 
of new offices throughout the coun- 
try, one in each Federal reserve dis- 
trict, which shall be directly under 
the Secretary of the Treasury. 

The position and title of Comps 
troller will be retained, but he will be 
little more than a cheif clerk to the 
Secretary. ‘ 

This is the present plan of the ad- 
ministration, and the indications are 
that it will be carried through. 

Several Reasons Given. 

There are several reasons for the 
change, One is that Secretary Mc- 
Adoo believes the work can be better 
accomplished by having a man in 
charge of each district, instead of 
one for the whole country. 

Another, about, which little is said, , 
but which is the most important, is 
the observation of men in close touch 
with Treasury affairs, that some 
in the past hive had 
thelr eyes too firmly fixed on the bank 
to which they expected to go after 
leaving the Government's employ. The 
new arrangement will relieve the 
Comptroller of the power to extend 
favoritism to the bank which has of- 
fered him a place, 

President in Doubt. 

President Wilson g4nd_ Secretary 
McAdoo have beén in doubt for 
months what to do with the position 
of Comptroller, and this explains the 
continued vacancy of the office. 

There is, of course, a possibility 
that the plan will not carry, and the 
Comptroller remain as important an 
official as heretofore.

Premiums on ‘Packages Valued Be- 
tween $5 and $200 Run 


From 3 to 5 Cents. 

HARTFORD, Oct. 26.—One of the 
insurance companies here is now ts- 
suing parcel post insurance, providing 
protection against loss or damage 
from any cause whatever, including 
while in 
transit through the mails. 
It is possible under these policies to 
insure the actual value of merchan- 
dise mailed, between the limits of $5 
and $200 for a premium of from 2 1-2 
cents to 5 cents. The policy is at- 
tached to a book of certificates, which 
is put up in convenient checkbook 
style, containing certificates of either 
2 1-2 or § cent value. 

The insurer simply tears off enough 
certificates to cover the amount of in- 
surance desired and enters upon the 
stubs the name and address of the 
consignee the value of the package

In Season’s Foodstuff Prices; 
Holiday Dinner More Costly 


Apples and Grapefruit Higher, While Poultry 
Marks Time—Things to Cost More Generally.

Man Defends His Clan. 


ITTLE comfort for the consumer 
in his quest of lower prices for 
the necessities of life is seen by 

M. D. Thompson, of the Willlams- 
Thompson Company, Broad street 
commission merchants. Prices for 
things that go on.the poor man’s table 
will be a little higher than they were 
last year. Short crops in certain lines 
and an unusually heavy demand for 
them are assigned as the cause, 

The crop of eating apples is 25 to 
30 per cent short, and the grapefruit 
crop is reduced to 50 per cent, causing 
generally higher prices. Apples will 


| be $5 a barrel to the retailer and 65 to 


75 cents a peck to the consumer. 
Cooking apples are also higher. Some 
consolation !s promised In the lower 
prices of Florida oranges, A bumper 
crop is reported, and this, Mrs Thomp- 
son says, will enable the common 
If oranges are eaten 
rather than apples and 
grapefruit, the laboring man can get 
the benefit, unless he eats so many 
oranges that he forces up the price 
again, Then’he can switch to apples 
and grapefruit, which have gone down 
in the meantime, and reap the benefit 
at both ends. 
Prices Up, Then Down. 

At least, that is the economics of it, 
| whether the scheme works out or not. 
Mr. Thompson asserts that price 
scales shift like bags of sand in the 
hull of a rocking ship; now they are 
on this side and now on the other, 
first up and then down, depending on 
the movement of the vessel. 

Produce men don't regulate these 


plentifully 


| shifts, according to Mr. Thompson. 


You can’t run a “trust” in a market 
of perishable goods. Listen: 
The public has a very erroneous 


idea of the commission merchants? 
position in handling produce. We use 
cold storage, but only to save out 
goods, not to corner the market and 
extort high prices. It is to the ad~ 
vantage of the dealer to get his goods 
off his hands as quickly as possible, 
and to put prices on them that will 
move them. Otherwise we have car 
loads of spoiled grapefruit, cranber« 
ries, lettuce, celery, poultry and the 
like. 
Demand Can’t Be Estimated. 


“Produce men can estimate the sizd 
of crops, but they can never estimate 
what the demand is going to be. The 
demand is very variable. The rich 
man's table keeps up about the same, 
but when fruits and poultry become 
high the poor man must use substi« 
tutes at a lower price. To reduce the 
margin between what a man makes 
and what he requires to give him « 
fair living is largely the work of the 
dealer. Too many people want to live 
off the 35 per cent of the populatiom 
which lives on the farm and which 
produces something out of the ground, 
More people raising foodstuffs is whan 
we need tot keep prices lower anid 
make it vossible to get a good living 
and have a fair surplus left. 

“There will probably be no change 


in the price of poultry. Cranberriem 
are plentiful and cheap. Turkeyts 
however, will be higher, possibiy 


121-2 to 16 per cent. People holding 
apples will probably be able to get 
ton prices until Christmas, when thev 
will unload at lower prices. This wil! 
be true if the price is not forced down 
earlier through the failure to eak 
many apples, and indications are thay 
the market this year will not ba 
broken.”

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GOTTON SOARS 
UN RECEIPT OF 
GINNING REPORT 


Half Day’s Session at New Or- 
leans Shows 15-Point Gain. 
October Contracts Cornered. 


NEW ORLEANS, 25.—The 
Census Bureau report showing 6,956,- 
583 bales of cotton ginned of the pres- 
crop up to October 18, together 
with an unfavorable weather forecast 
for the western belt, gave a decided 
uplift to cotton values to-day. Con- 


siderable liquidation of long cotton 
had taken place yesterday in antici- 
pation of the ginners’ report, show- 
ing possibly over 7,000.00 bales 
sinned, and hence the mark was in 
a healthy technical position to 
spond to bullish developments 

The market opened slightly 
Vriday’s closing level, there 
some scattered orders to sell on the 
opening regardless of the ginners’ 
figures, which were announced imme- 
diately prior to the initial call. All 
contracts offered were quickly ab- 
sorbed, however, and the market stiff. 
ened. 

Shortly afterward the forecast for 
the western belt, predicting unsettled 
weather, followed by much lower 
temperatures over Sunday, was pos'- 
ed, and bulls at once started to bid 
the market up on shorts, who scram- 
bled to get under cover. Before the 
buying movement was checked Jan- 
uary contracts soki as high as 13.95, 
or 22 points up from the low level 
reported on the opening. 

Half Day’s Gain 14 Points. 

One of the rumors which played 
on te nerves of sorts was that it 
was snowing in Oklahoma, Shortly 
before noon, however, 4 report was 
received from Oklahoma City saying 
that the weather was clear, with a 
temperature of 70 degrees prevailing. 
This report caused heavy selling Just 
before the close, prices easing off 
rapidly until January contracts were 
down 7 points from the day’s low 
level. On thie recession short cove: 
ing was renewed, the market finally 
closing steady at ” net gain for the 
half day's session of 14 to 15 points. 

The local spot market was official- 
ly reported steady and unchanged, 
sales amounting to 582 bales of spots 
and 3.899 bales to arrive, on the basts 
of 18 7-8e for middling. Other South- 
ern spot markets were generally 
steady and unchanged, but Dallas 
was 3-16 higher, with sales of over 
6,000 bales, 

The large falling off in Texas gin- 
nings as compared with the corre 
sponding period last year was eXx- 
pected, but surprise was oecasioned 
by the fact that North Carolina was 
104,000 bales under last year, Geor-

The 
result ts that the October position is 
commanding a premium over every 
other month on the board, with the 
floating supply of these contracts be- 
coming scarcer and scarcer. <A lead- 
ing Liverpool house is back of the 
October deal in this market and that 
position is practically cornered. 

Some strong bullish inferences m_ , 
be drawn from this phase of the sit 
uation as it is only a foretaste of 
what might happen to shorts in other 
positions later on in the season, when 
the supply of cotton becomes even 
more restricted 

One of the most bullish develop- 
ments recently has been the relative 
strengthening of Atlantic spot mar- 
ket, which jis accounted for by the 
fact that* many prominent buyers 
have transferred the scene of their 
operations from Texas and Oklahoma 
to the eastern belt, which had recent- 


lv been offering good grades at a 
much cheaper basis than the same 


class of cotton could be bought in the 
western belt. 

The competition for cotton in the 
Atlantics seems to have reversed the 
spot position while holders there hav- 
ing seen a large percentage of their 
crops now seem inclined to hold for 
higher values, which seem inevitable 
as long as the mills continue to take 
cotton on the record-breaking scale 
that they have heen since the pres- 
ent season opened.

MEMPHIS, Oct. 25.—Revision of 
crop ideas downward has busied the 
eotton market during the week.

It paid a visit to practi- 
cally all the belt where there was 
a chanee of the late yield proving 
worth while, the finishing touches be- 
ing given to the Carolinas Tuesday 
night. [t was a severe spell of bad 
weather, and came several days ahead 
of the average date. 

West of the Mississippi River, 
damage from the cold was not im- 
portant, though some sections of Ar- 
kansas and perhaps a little of Texas 
were nipped. In a large part of the 
central belt there was very little crop 
late enough to be hurt, and the cut- 
ting off of young bolls was particu- 
larly offset by the benefit resulting 
from forcing of bolls to open.

from the wet spell which came some 
weeks ago and has continued with 
but slight intermission since. Some 
estimate the amount of cotton not 
fit for spinning purposes as high as 
750,000 bales, and advices from 
sources not to be disputed are to the 
effect that the situation is the worst 
ever seen in Texas. It is said to be 
much worse than that existing in the 
central belt in the fall of 1906, when 


autumnal rains threatened to ruin 
the crop throughout the Mississippi 
Valley. 


Good Grades Scarce. 

It seems certain that there will be 
a great scarcity of good grade cot- 
ton, and premiums are already begin- 
ning toclimb. The situation is so bad 
in the Southwest that a number of 
buyers have left Texas and come 
here, something that does not usually 
happen until after the turn of the 
year. 

The marked strength in the market 
has stiffened the ideas of holders ag 
to values, and there has been a dis- 
position to raise prices along with 
the advance in futures. Demand has 
been satisfactory, though business 
has been to some extent restricted by 
the excited state of the contract mar- 
kets. Bullish sentiment has risen, 
and 15 cents is freely predicted for 
an early date. The ease with which 
14 cents was reached and passed 
seems to justify some of this confi- 
dence, although the conervative ele- 
ment in the trade cites the fact that 
prices are about $15 a bale above 
those ruling a year ago. 

Picking is being pushed everywhere 
as fast as the weather and labor 
will allow, but conditions have not 
been ideal. In the Delta sections there 
is much complaint because labor is 
scarce, though $1 a hundred pounds 
is the ruling price paid, and some 
have paid more. The high prices 
accentuate the desire to save the 
crop in as good shape as possible.

HE present modes in America are extrav- 
agant and yet monotonous to an aston- 
ishing extent. I find women's clothes 

so ornate, so extravagant in 
an ordinary manner, that the very simplicity 
of my designs make people who are ignorant 
call ‘hem odd, freakish, bizarre. The plain, 
the simple, is never bizarre, but the extrav- 
agant ornamentation of the present day is 
always so. Simplicity is the highest note in 
art. High art dies where over-elaboration 
comes in, This is true in dress and as well as 
in architecture. 

The ’ otels throughout the country and the 
hiomes I have seen, are witress to this love of 
inordinate display. Americans must have 
everything they possess covered with decora- 
tion, Lut decoration tha. is ordinary, that 
lacks the elegance of the Renaissance. 

Look at these rooms—everything, the walls, 
the ceilings, the carpets, even the electric 
light holeers are covered with figures that 
Everywhere | look I see figures, 
flowers, twistings that only irritate 
my sense of thé beautiful and my nerves too, 
If these ornamentations had a meaning, or a 
use, then I would say, very good. But be- 
cause they are meaningless, useless, they are 
rdinary. Just as the feathers and the high 
foolish . ccorations on women's hats are mean- 
ingless and ordinary. 

Let me explain. My wife goes into the hotel 
dining room wearing a perfectly plain, close 
fitting hat of white felt. It is becoming in 
shape, it comes down over her ears. There {js 
no decoration of any kifd on it. It is of the 
highest simplicity. AH the American women 
‘in the room turn, look at her and say, “How 
freakish, how very bizarre! But just like 
Poiret.”. How absurd! It is they who are 
freakish, with their black velvet hats all made 
alike, and their high feather plumes and fan- 
tasies waving in the air. I do not know which 
is more foolish, the feathers or the stiff ribbon 
bows, Which rival the feathers in popularity. 

I have just returned from a trip through 
your Middle West. When I left New York I 
said to myself, Perhaps in St. Louis, in Chi- 
cago, I may see the woman who is daring 
enough to be original. But no! There 1 saw 
hundreds, thousands of these same hats, all 
alike, nothing individual about them. See, I 
draw one. What does it look like? Like a 
poele a frire—a frying pan, as you would say—- 
with its handle attached at a grotesque angle. 

A hat is a head covering, nothing more nor 
less. It should be absolutely simple in out- 
line, not caricatured by being made a flower 
sarden, a barnyard fowl, or a bird of the air, 
My wife’s hat of plain felt is artistic. The 
tightly wound turbans she wears with her 
house gowns are artistic. But the woman of 
America looks at her, and saysy “How freak- 
ish!’ 

Her attitude is due to tlm fact that she has 
uo idea of Values, no sense of balance, She 
cannot stand it to look at a plain surface, to 
Wear 4 plain garment or an untrimmed hat.

She must be ornate, although, 
in being so, she displays a lack of good taste 
and a vast ignorance of the elegances of life.

7.4 with the latter

The method de- 
veloped by these workers consists of letting 
a concentrated beam of light cut across the 
microscopic field without entering the lens of 
the microscope. The rays of light beating 
against exceedingly minute particles of 
matter are diffracted or dissifated in eVery 
direction, and to the observer who peers into 
the otherwise totally dark field of the micro- 
seope they will appear as sparks of light. -It 
has been found possible by this method to 
reveal the -presence of particles that are 
estimated to be not more than ten times the 
size of a molecule. Such particles lie far be- 
yond the limits of direct vision even under the 
most powerful magnification. 

The effect will be understood if we recall 
the familiar observation that a beam of light, 
penetrating a dark room through a hole in the 
shutter, reveals the presence of myriads of 
motes dancing in the atmosphere which dis- 
appear instantly when they pass outside of the 
beam of light. This method was used by Pro- 
fessor Tyndall to test the presence of bacteria 
in the air, and he found that the naked eye, 
with the aid of the sunbeam, could detect the 
presence of spores that otherwise would be 
invisible except with the aid of a microscope 
magnifying perhaps a thousand diameters. 

The beam of light passing through the field 
of the ultra-microscope, sinee viewed through 
a magnifying lens, reveals particles infinitely 
more minute. These exceedingly fine particles 
are incessantly dancing about in a zig-zag 
motion which would be quite inexplicable 
except on the supposition that they are being 
buffeted by the invisible molecules of the solu- 
tion in which they are found. The degree of

“Of course, there is a very great deal of int 
justice in the world, and the ignorant are the 
ones who suffer most.

“And that” was where Perry short-circuited 
his line of talk and became as suavely silent 
as a celestial diplomat! 

The “and that,” to be sure, too, is the thing 
newspaper reporters, statesmen, real and near, 
prophets and sons of prophets, hanker to hear— 
but the dumbness of the Sphinx is loquacity 
run riot beside the dumbness of Perry concern- 
ing that section of the Executive mail! 

Perry was Governor Joseph M. Brown’s pri- 
vate secretary for two years before Governor 
Slaton took over the reins of government, and 
by the end of the Brown administration the 
relations between the two had grown extremely 
intimate, both officially and personally. 

Governor Brown inclines to give freely of his 
personal friendship, anyway, to those persons 
possessed of his official confidence. And at all 
times he found Perry to be a model of efficiency, 
diseretion, and astuteness. 

The former Governor made no concealment 
whatever of his frequent reliance upon Perry 
for accurate and far-reaching inside informa- 
tion upon many subjects touching vitally the 
publie service of the State. 

“Little Joe” sometimes was mighty trying on 
Perry’s nerves, too, and once in partictilar he 
came pretty near “getting” his private secre- 
tary’s “goat.”

Sunlight and air are as essential to man’s 
well-being as water. If I shut off water go 
that my neighbors cannot procure any, I 
should be proseeuted as a criminal, and justly 
s0, for thus I take away what does not belong 
to me. In that case I should be a thief pure 
and simple. Yet I may construct in any nar- 
row street as high a building as my means 
and the builder's skill will permit, thereby 
depriving a great number of my fellowmen of 
the light and air which are necessary to their 
health. In other words, I may steal from 
them the sunlight and air which God has 
given all His children, and to which all should 
be entitled by right of being freeborn Ameri- 
can citizens, There is as yet no law which 
will punish me for this crime, for that 1s 
what It is. 

Tuberculosis, which is propagated by bad 
air, foul air and lack of sunlight, causes an- 
nually a loss of 200,000 citizens to the United 
States. In the city of New York during the 
last statistical year {it was responsible for 
10,000 deaths. This disease could be largely 
prevented if we lived and worked in pure air, 
in air relatively free from mineral and vege- 
table dust, and, last but not least, if we were 
to construct the buildings in which we live 
and labor so as to allow sunlight to enter more 
freely. Tuberculosis is far more prevkient 
among the workers in our downtown tall office 


ing, to achieve geome worthy ambition; whether 
the achievement carries material gain is beside 
the question, 

I do not claim to have been successful par 
ticularly as a money-maker, although I always 


have managed to keep the wolf rather well 
away from the door. 
Early in my life, however. I cherished an 


ambition to be Commissioner of Agriculture of

Carefully gathered statistics show that in 
the city of New York the garment workers are 
afflicted more frequently with tuberculosis 
than any other class of workers.

tricts, ten, twelve, twenty or more stories high, 
where every floor masses hundreds of workers.

Others know that they are tuberculous, but, 
perhaps fearing discharge, hide their disease 
as long as they can; but in the meantime they 
disseminate the germs of tuberculosis by 
coughing in their neighbors’ faces or over the 
clothing they manufacture, or, what ig still 
more frequent, spread the disease by careless 
expectoration on the floor. During luncheon 
hour they crowd streets and avenues, and 
those afflicted with the disease expectorate 
freely on sidewalks and streets. The infec- 
tious sputum dries and pulverizes, and is in- 
haled with the dust and causes tuberculosis 
in any susceptible individual who may fre- 
quent that street. 

Again, the infectious sputum of the consump

tive may be carried on the soles of the workers 
shoes back into the factory or into their own 
homes, causing the infection of wife and chil- 
dren. The infectious dust may also settle on 
the garments, and thus tuberculosis may be 
carried into any home. In case of epidemics 
of pneumonia and grippe, the same process of 
infection through spitting and’ coughing is 
carried on, and both diseases are by no means 
80 infrequent or rarely transmitted to others 
as is generally supposed. ? 

And now, not content with the many alto- 
gether too tall bulldings already lining the 
part of Fifth avenue south of Twenty-third 
street and the adjoining streets, some (let me 
hope, not greedy bat only thoughtless) capital- 
ists wish to increase the number of disease- 
breeding and death-trap skyscrapers and erect 
them in the one principal and most beautiful 
street of New York City, where there are as 
yet relatively few of these unsanitary and un- 
safe structures. 

A second danger, althougn not purely medi- 
eal, but which as a citizen and physician I 
nevertheless have the right to call attention to, 
is that of fire, Standpipes have not proven suffi- 
client protection for most skyscrapers, It {s 
for this reason no leas than for the others al- 
ready mentioned that the time for limiting 
the height of buildings in our crowded streets 
has come.

The section on Fifth avenue belweon Twen- 
ty-third street and Fifty-ninth street is bound 
soon to be lined with business structures. Let 
these business structures be sanitary, beantiful 
and safe and limited Im height. Let us not 
make a canyon of this section, It is not 
merely a question of beauty or aesthetics or 
a danger to property in the event of fire that 
there should be a limitation to the height of 
buildings on what is left of Fifth avenue. This 
limitation is an urgent necessity because it 
will help to diminish fhe danger from infec- 
tious and deadly diseases, and, last but not 
least, from death by fires. 


Fifth avenue {s perhaps tow and surely 
will be in the future, the street most eagerly 
sought by strangers visiting the city. In the 
past it bas been admired for its beautiful 
buildings, which were low for its width as a 
thoroughfare, and for the light and air which 
spell health and beauty. Is all this to be 
changed because of thoughtlessness or greed? 

While I would leave the details of regulating 
the height of buildings to the many architects 
and experts who fee) as I do in this matter, 
there are oertain principles that recommend 
themselves to common sense. The first rule 
is that no buildings should be higher than the

“T have worked far into the night preparing 
State papers under the direction of the Gover- 
nor--for instance, the McNaughton case, under 
Governor Slaton, and the Stripling case under 
Governor Brown—but such work as that, while 
it taxes the physical make-up of a man, chal- 
lenges his intelligence. It is decidedly well 
worth while to listen to a Governor deliberately 
deliver himself of a forthcoming opinion, when 
you are in total ignorance of what his conclu 
sions are to be! 

“T have been made aware of Executive de- 
cisions far in advance of their publication.

“By all odds, the most interesting power and 
prerogative of the governorship is the power 
of clemency. The power of life and death over 
some poor devil—it is a tremendous responsi- 
bility, and it may be said to the credit of Geor- 
gia Governors, generally, [ think, that it usually 
has been exercised in the right direction, if [ 
may be permifted fo say so. 

“But here is the sort of thing that gets the 
best. of me,’ concluded Perry,

pencil and rather badly spelled, telling the Gov- 
ernor that a cerfain woman in South Georgia 
had sent to Atlanta fer a new “switch,” and 
asking if the firm sent to was “reliable.”

width of the street or space upon which {t 
faces. This makes it possfble to put up very 
high buildings facing parks or open spaces, 
while making {t impossible to build them on 
narrow streets, where they do harm to the 
public health. 


We cannot pull down the existing skyscrap- 
ers, but I believe that ft would be wise fo tax 
them in proportion to their height, so that they 
might be made to pay for the undue share of 
air and sunlight which they take from their 
neighbors. 


The restriction of skyscrapers by these 
methods should have a good effect on the 
general development of the city. At present 
there is an abnormal development along 
Broadway and a few leading thoroughfares, 
while districts a few blocks away are entirely 
neglected. If we checked the skyscrapers our 
business men would be forced to give us a 
more rational and well distributed development 
of the oity, 


Méasures should be taken to make the lower 
floors of the existing skyscrapers as sanitary 
as possible. Something can be done to make 
them healthful by giving them proper ventila- 
tion and moisture at a certain temperature. 
The air should be kept in motion An {deal 
temperature is 66 degrees, with sufficient mois 
ture, 


I have trusted some few men, to find them un-

And as one must be able in this life to ‘come 
back’ frequently, perhaps, and d@ways cheer 
fully and hopefully, so L say that an optimistic 
disposition has been my greatest help to what- 
ever measure of success I may have achleved.

=? HAT the world position of Russia has undergone a 
radical change since the Russian dancers won in- 
ternational popularity is a significant fact that has 
hitherto escaped public attention. 

Many European statesmen, however, have no- 
ticed this phenomenon, and while some are per- 
turbed by it, others are carried away with enthusiasm. The 
truth is that the Russian dancers form “a.petticoat squadron” 
similar to that by which Catherine de Medicis: maintained her 
power in the dark and desperate politics of her time. 

The gifted and often beautiful young women of the Russian 
imperial ballet corps mingle in the society of all the capitals 
of Europe, make friends among the politicians and high offl- 
cials of the country, exert an influence in favor of their own 
country and convey valuable information to the Foreign Office 
at St. Petersburg, which could be obtained in no other way. 

Probably the most beautiful and charming of the women 
dancers is Anna 'Paylowa, who is coming to perform at New 
York’s Metropolitan Opera House next season. A remarkable 
picture of her, made specially for this newspaper by the great 
Russian artist Leon Bakst, appears on this ‘page, Bakst has 
had a great share in making the success of his dancing com- 
patriots. 44 

Now, it is interesting to know that Anna Pavlowa has estab- 
lished her permanent residence in England, and has purchased 
a beautiful estate near London. 
She has been taken up by Eng- 
list socibty in a manner rarely: 
accorded to a dancer. In con- 
nection with this it is to be 
noted that the most remarkable 
change in Russia’s international 
position has occurred in her re- 
lations with England.

But the Russians, though 
humiliated in war, retained their 
old capacity for diplomacy and 
intrigue. Strange to say, Eng: 
land was induced to enter into 
an understanding with Russia, 
and through England an agree- 
ment with Japan was reached. 
France once more looked with 
respect on her ally, and loaned 
her mioney. Germany began to 
fear Russia again.

She Joses 
appetite and sleep, her whole body is affected, and she 
literally WORRIES herself into a serious illness. 
This, in outline, is about the ‘history of the.majority of 


_the “nérvous wrecks” we doctors have to see—and do 


what we can for them. ¢ ‘ 

- To advise a person suffering from this reaNy-serious 
loss of self-control by saying: “Stop worrying!” is cruel 
and unscientific. 

The condition of the brain celJs depends upon the con- 
dition of the blood flowing through the brain. Now, this 
blood is affected by the secretions of the many glands in 
the body. There are the Kidneys, the adrenal glands, 
the pancreas, the thyroid, and others, When one of these 
glands is secreting too much or not enough of chemi- 
cal elements some disturbance takes place in the qual- 
ity of the blood. The brain cells become irritated and 
then Worry is added to normal anxiety. 

The kind ‘of worry that takes hold of the tndividual 
depends upon the form of normal anxieties. For ex- 
ample, a man is anxious about his investments or about 
his position. If, however, his physiologic system is all 
right, he controls this anxlety, does his best and looks 
at the matter philosophically. Let him, however, indulge 
in a few days’ of dissipation, and worry takes the place 


worry follows, and unless properly treated, the end soon. 
comes, 

This happens because the dissipation has caused a” 
disturbance of some of the secreting glands and the brain 
blood is poisoned. Remorse is, under ordinary circum- 
stances, only a symptom of a clogged liver. A stinging 
conscience is frequently only the kick back of an insulted 
stomach—-and a warning not to repeat the insult. 

Wher one commences to worry over matters that are 
realized as-being really unimportant, it means some com- 
mencing disturbance of the.secreting glands. Try to find 
the cause. Have you deprived your body of rest? 
you been eating and drinking teo much—either soda 
water or alcohol? Have you ceased exercising? Have 
you forgotten to give your brain rest,.or have you dulled 
it by too much sleep? Have you danced long or late or 
been breathing the hot, poisonous air of crowded rooms 
or halls?...Have, you in any way disturbed the physio- 
logic: rhythm of your body? 

Remember,.you are a: law unto yourself‘in details. 
Every one has in his or her body some weak spot which 
must'be considered. This you must find out for yourself. 

Any work; sport, study ‘or amusement which leaves 
you..trembling,, anxious or brain-muddled is the thing 
whéch you: must, avoid or continue with eare. 

A‘man who speculates and.who has to resort to stimu- 
lants to keep himself—as he thinks they do—from over- 
worrying, should change his vocation. ‘The nervous 
strain affects some secretory gland and brain-nagging 
follows. The daily “dutch courage” increases this state 
of affairs, This is the cause of recklessness, insanity, 
suicide. 

On the other hand, there are men so constituted that 
they can risk their last dollar on speculative schemes 
with the same mental poise a day laborer shows when he 
drops his tools, eats a hearty meal and sleeps the sleep 
of a babe. He may be anxious over the outcome; but 
useless worry does not affect him.

For good results in popping the main requisites are 
good Gorn and a‘hot fire. Do not use too much corn at 
one time—not more, that is to say, than enough to cover 
the bottom of the popper one kernel deep. Ome pint of 
popcorn should yield from fifteen to twenty pints of 
popped corn. 

A recent Government bulletin says that popped corn 
is superior to many breakfast foods now on the market. 
Sometimes it is eaten with milk and sugar. In many 
farm, houses popcorn cake is considered a necessary ad- 
junct to Christmas festivities, and the ears of the little 
Tom Thumb variety are particularly popular for Christ- 
mas tree decorations. 

On many farms where popcorn is not produced for 
market it is customary to plant a few rows of it in the 
garden for home use. Anybody who owns a garden can 
do this to advantage, being thus enabled to make pop- 
corn confections at home and to have them fresh, in 
which condition they are at-their best. There is much 
economy in this, inasmuch as enough popcorn to make

Such a person needs rigid scientific attention and ob- 
servation, microscopic and chemical examination. This 
attention will disclose the cause of all her worry. Treat- 
ment will partly eradicate it. 

I say partly, because the self suggestions have im- 
planted fixed ideas which leave their impressions. If 
these are not thoroughly wiped out there will come a 
time when they will rise again, and then the woman 
is worse off than at first. 

This is due to the fact that she loses faith in the 
treatment; that age has left her less mental resisting 
power, and the secreting organs have become less 
amenable to medical aid. 

With the aid of an understanding psychologist, just as 
soon as the worry becomes controllable, write down the 
facts which stood for such gigantic fears. From your 
normal view of matters you will see how useless was all 
the fear, Continue this method of seeing and reasoning, 

In other words, look upon your brain as having been 
under-exercised.

Surely, if you had muscles which became flabby, 
trembling, and not under complete control, you would go 
to work and exercise them, develop them, control them.

Why EVERY PHYSICIAN 
Should Havea GOOD VOICE ,;, 


T is not always the ablest and best 
| trained physician who gains the largest 
practice and the greatest fame. Many 
reasons have been suggested‘ for the failure 
of large numbers of graduates of the best 
medical schools and Dr. T. D. Crothers, 
superintendent of a Hartford, Conn., hospi- 
tal, finds a new one in what he considers the 
lamentable lack of musical, well trained 
voices among members of his profession. 

Knowledge alone does not constitute the 
difference between failure and success, says 
Dr. Crothers, but the person’s capacity to 
apply this knowledge in a practical way. Such 
application is impossible unless a man can 
express his thoughts effectively and to do 
this requires a good speaking voice. 

The greatest musical compositions of the 
world if presented on broken, discordant, in- 
harmonious instruments, would attract very 
little or no attention. 
human voice, out of tune, broken, jarring, un- 
trained, can never convey facts and thoughts 
in their proper setting. 

The human voice is capable of as thorough 
training and as high a development as the 
intellect. It is an instrument of marvellous 
capacity, almost beyond our power at present 


In the same way the. 
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to realize. Yet in educational circles, the 
tradition that ‘the voice needs no cultivation } 
persists, and so far as systematic training 
goes, it is the most neglected of all the func- 
tions of the body. 

Hundreds of graduates of the best medical 
schools show a complete lack of training in 
voice and expression. They speak in harsh, 
broken, discordant tones and with nasal in 
filections which are unpleasant and sometimes 
positively repellent. 

This, Dr. Crothers believes, interferes ger- 
iously with their success, Voice culture, he 
urges, should begin in the medical colleges 
and every student should be taught that his 
voice is an organ worth cultivating and that. % 
it can be of far more practical value to him: 
than many other resources that are con, | 
sidered essential in his profession. 

A good voice not only creates a favorable 
impression of a doctqar’s ability, but it is, 
often of positive benefit to his patients. As 
Dr. Crothers points out, the physician with a 
musical voice jg much more welcome in the, 
sick room. His soft tones bring renewed 
courage to the patient by striking, like the 
harmonies of music, responsive chords in the 
brain and nervous system,

ued at $800,000, were stolen from the mails be- 
tween Paris and London. Six weeks later four obscure 
jewel dealers had been arrested on suspicion, and a re- 
ward of $50,000 offered. But for two months the where- 
abouts of the stolen necklace remained a mystery.\ 

At 9 o’clock on the morning of Séptember 16 Augustus 
Horne, a workingman, proceeding along a London street 
with his lunch basket and kit of tools toward the scene 
of his daily labors, noticed a soiled and battered match 
box on the cur} near a lamppost. With a flick of his 
toe he brushed it into the gutter. Then, with an impulse 
of mild curiosity, he fished the box out of the gutter and 
opened it, A man who had been standing near the 
lamppost turned and walked away. 

What Horne saw in the box, so he thought, was a 
string of beads and three small marbles. He stuck the 
package carelessly in his pocket and walked on. Coming 
to the Swan public house, he stepped inside for a morn- 
ing dram. Finishing his drink, he produced the dirty 
match box and showed its contents to the bartender, ex- 


plaining: 

“I picked ’em out of the gutter a little way back.” 

“A string of beads and a few marbles,” said the bar- 
tender. “I wouldn’t give a shilling for the lot.” 

“Take ‘em for a beer,” said Horne. « 

“Nor a beer, either,” said the bartender. 

“Maybe they're no good,” remarked Horne, “but Ill 
turn ’em in at the ‘police station, anyway.” 

Leaving the disreputable little package with the desk 
sergeant, also his name and address as the finder, Horne 
went about his usual business. 

Next day this poor London workingman learned that 
what he had been unable to exchange for a glass of beer 
had earned for him a fortune of $50,000, for he was the 
finder of the $800,000 worth of stolen pearls about which 
two continents were wondering. 

Much mystery still surrounds this astonishing Paris- 
London mail robbery of one of the finest and costliest 
necklaces of pearls every strung together. They are per- 
fectly graduated pearls, weighing a total of 1,250 grains, 
the great central pearl of the made-up necklace alone 
weighing nearly fifty grams. 

How did the thieves: get their hands on that sealed 
and registered mail package? How were they~able to 
break the seals, open the wooden box and the jewel case 
within it, remove the pearls, elaborately substitute cut~ 
loaf sugar of axactly the same weight, and close and re- 
seal the package without detection? 

It is presumable that, finding themselves under sus- 
picion, they placed the jewels in an old match box—not 
likely to attract attention as having possibly valuable 
contents--and dropped the soiled package in the street, 
planning for an unsuspected member of the gang to 
“find it and secure the reward offered. The investiga- 
tion is still going on, with the wits of the keenest detec- 
tives of Paris and London engaged in the task. 

The necklace was made last October, a year ago, for 
Max Mayef, whose wholesale jewelry establishment is at 
No. 88 Hatton Garden, London. Mr. Mayer had no par- 
ticular customer in view at that time. . Safely and un- 
eventfully it passed in the mails three’ times between 
London and Paris during the Winter, as prospective 
buyers were located in one city or the other. 

For this purpose the registered mail package is re- 
garded as safer than the travelling agent of the jewelry 
house, and Mr. Mayer was satisfied, for a_ specified 
period, to carry a blanket insurance policy of $750,000 
to cover any losses of jewels thus transported. 

Early in July the famous necklace was again in the 
keeping of Henri Solomons, Mr. Mayer’s Paris agent. As 
the Paris agent was about to go away on his vacation, 
Mr. Mayer instructed him to mail the necklace to the 
London house. Accordingly, on the morning of July 15, 
Mr. Solomons personally took the necklace from the bank 
where it was kept, carried it to his home and there 
packed and sealed it as above described. The outer 
wrapping was of blue paper backed with linen. This he 

sealed with wax in half a dozen places, stamning each 
ye M initinis, “ai, MM.”

The bag reached the Lon- 
don Post Office at 6:30 the next morning, where its seal 
was broken and the bag’s contents sent out for delivery 
as addressed. : 

The London episode in the history of the $800,000 
registered package of pearls has been the subject of 
an inquiry by the Home Secretary of the British Cab- 
inet. Following is the result: 

At 8:30 o’clock that same morning the postman deliv- 
ered the package at Mr. Mayer's office. It was received 
and receiptéd for by the responsible caretaker of the 
premises, who placed it in a safe used by Mr. Mayer for 
registered mail matter. Three clerks arrived a few min- 
utes later, and, at 8:40, Mr. Mayer himself. 

The head clerk went immediately to the safe and 
brought to Mr. Mayer his registered mail, among it the 
pearl package from Paris, saying: 

“Here is a package from Mr. Solomons, Mr. Mayer.” 

At that moment Mr. Mayer was reading Mr. Solomons’s 
letter of advice saying he had just mailed the pear) 
necklace. 

“It contains the necklace,” said Mr. Mayer. “We will 
take it.to the Bank of England and leave it there while 
1 am on my vacation.” 

The head clerk opened the package, and, finding noth- 
ing in it but lumps of cut-loaf sugar, uttered the excla- 
mation which was the first announcement of the great- 


est pearl robbery on record. 

Mr. Mayer at once telephoned to Paris for Mr. Solo- 
mons. Then he notified Lloyd’s, underwriters of his in- 
surance policy—upon whom the loss would fall in case 
the pearls should not be recovered. Lloyd's took charge 
of the case, notifying the London and Paris Police de- 
partmeyts, and inserting in the London Times of the 
next morning a “Personal” describing the stolen jewels 
in detail and offering a reward of $50,000 for informa- 
tion leading to their recovery. 

No jewel robbery had ever created so great a sensa- 
tion, owing ‘to’ the mystery of’ how a registered mai! 
package could be rifled while in a sealed bag in transit 
trom Paris to London, and its contents so elaborately re- 
placed with lump sugar of precisely the same weight. 
Yet the closest investigation of af the French and Eng- 
lish post office employes who could have come into con- 
tact with the rifled package revealed no clue. ‘Phe united 


efforts of the Paris and London detectives were therefore ~ 


concentrated on the movements of notorious jewel thieves 
in England and on the Continent. . 

There were one or two sensational false “leads.”’ The 
famous pearl necklace was found in a Paris cafe, and 
Mr. Mayer’s Paris agent identified it as genuine. It 
proved to be composed of false pearls worth $24, ordered 
from the same manufacturer by a Paris theatrical agent 
named Hornbostel, who had promised a certain actress 
that he would show her the stolen necklace. The actress 
failing to keep her appointment at the cafe, M. Horn- 
bostel sought other consolation and forgot all about his 
precious pearls, leaving them in the cafe. 

In the meantime Mr. Price, of Price & Gibbs, acting 
for Lloyd’s, was in Paris, conferring with the Paris po- 
lice. One day about the middle of August he was visited 
by two men who introduced themselves as Brandstatter 
and Quadransteinj who said they believed they could 
place their hands on the stolen necklace, and wanted to 
know if the $50,000 reward still held good. Mr. Price 
asked them to return in three days. Thereupon he en- 
gaged the services of a Paris gem merchant little known 
in London, named Spanier, and arranged with him to 
accompany the two informers to London and obtain ma- 
terial proof that the necklace offered was identical with 
the stolen one. 

“You know the. stolen necklace well,” said Mr. Price. 
“You know that the big central pearl and the third pearl 
on its left cannot be mistaken for any others in the 
world. If the necklace is shown to you, offer to buy out- 
right the two pearls I have menttoned. That will give 
us the proof we need. Bank of England notes will not 
be accepted in payment, as they may be stopped at the 
bank. Provide yourself with French notes, which we 
will mark for identification.” 

Armed with these instructions, and a liberal supply of 
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marked French 1,000-franc notes, Spanier accompanied 
the informers to London as a possible purchaser of the 
stolen necklace, From the moment of their arrival in 
London all three were shadowed by Scotland Yard de- 
tectives assigned by Chief Inspector Ward, at the re- 
quest of Mr. Price, who remained in Paris. 

On the afternoon of September 1 Quadranstein brought 
four men to the obscure hotel where Spanier was wait- 
ing. Spanier being introduced as a buyer of gems, one 
of the visitors took from his pocket the identical stolen 
necklace, itact, except for the diamond clasp, which 
was missing. Mr. Spanier could have it for $250,000. 
The four men came down to $200,000. As Mr. Spanier 
did not have that large sum with him, he would “settle 
the affair to-morrow.” The men were so disappointed 
that Mr. Spanier offered then and there to show his good 
faith by paying $20,000 on account and taking as se- 
oy the large central pearl and the third pearl on its 
left. 

Thus he carried out his instructions, receiving the two 
identifying pearls and paying over $20,000 in marked 
French 1,000-franc notes. 

On the following day these four men and one other 
were arrested, several of the marked notes being found 
in their possession. Four of them are more or less sus- 
picious characters with shady jewel-dealing connections, 
named Silverman, Grizzard, Lockett and Gutwirth. The 
presence with them of a man named McCarthy was 
found to be a coincidence, and he was released. 

The informer, Brandstatter, who turns out to be a 
relative of Gutwirth, told the police he had been told 
that it cost the thieves $60,000 to perfect their organiza- 
tion and perform this pearl robbery—and this is prac- 
tically all the police have learned of the detaiis up to 
the present time. There are vague clues connecting the 
arrested men with confederates in different Classes of 
society in England, France and Germany, but no sort of 
answer to the big problem of the elaborate, almost in- 
credible, rifling of the sealed pearl package during its 
transit in the Paris-London registered mail. 

Neither has the mystery been solved which surrounds 
the dropping of an old match box containing the necklace 
in an obscure London street, after the arrest of the men 
who sold two of the pearls to Mr, Spanier, Out of a huge 
mass of testimony taken before London Magistrates, the 
one interesting human incident is that of Augustus 
Horne, quoted above—the workingman who found the 
pearls and turned them over to the police, after vainly 
trying to exchange the “beads and marbles” for a glass 
of beer. 

This lucky person remains dazed by the prospect of 
receiving the $50,000 reward. Rather humorously, how- 
ever, the payment of that reward is temporarily post- 
poned because of the frantic claims made by the In- 
former, Quadranstein.

This very curious optical phenom- 
enon is exhibited most strikingly on 
the street cars. One enters, say, at 
the rear door, and sees, on a picture 
sign, a man pointing a finger or a 
pistol at him. As the passenger goes 
forward the man actually seems to 
turn and follow him with eye and 
pistol, still pointing the latter at him 
when jhe has reached the front door 
of the car.

12N radium was originally 
W discovered public interest 

Was greatly excited by the 
merely curious properties of this 
Substance—Its power of emitting in 
Visible rays which penetrated solid 
substances, of rendering various 
bodies phosphorescent, taking photo- 
graphs in the dark, of expending en- 
ergy without apparent loss and so 
forth, 

Then came the discovery that ra- 
dium possessed certain curative 
powers. The first results were not 
very convincing, and popular inter- 
est waned, 

Now, we learn suddenly, that 
physiclans and scientists have for 
several years been patiently con- 
ducting experiments which finally 
prove that in radium we possess the 
most wonderful curative agent in 
disease ever discovered. 

Radium has cured many malignant 
growths which were hitherto hope- 
less, it has brought back destroyed 
hody cells to life, It has exercised a 
beneficial effect in diseases of the 
liver and intestines, and it is now 
even said to be a cure for that 
batiiing disease, hardening of the ar 
teries, 

In the early days of radium the 
effects of treatment were very con 
tradictory. Sometimes a marked 
aggravation of the disease was ob- 
served, sometimes the.radium pro- 
duceg serious injury on healthy tis- 
sue, But in many cases there was a 
surprising and unaccountable cure 
of a malignant growth. 

The reasons of this uncertainty 
are now understood. Radium emits 
three kinds of rays, which have very 
different properties. It also emits 
emanations, but that is another 
story. The three kinds of rays are 
called alpha, beta and gamma rays, 
after the first three letters of the 
Greek alphabet. 

The most distinguished scientists 
fm the world, including Madame 
Curie, the discoverer of radium, Sir 
William Crookes, Sir William Ram- 
say, Professors Soddy and Ruther: 
ford as well as many physicians and 
surgeons have been absorbed in the 
task of studying these three kinds 
of rays and establishing the differ- 
ences between them. 

The alpha rays are the shortest, 
having a length of about an inch. 
They have a destructive effect on 
healthy tissue. That was why, in 
garly experiments, radium often 
Caused such injury. The beta rays 
came next in length. They are about 
an inch and a half long. They have 
a stimulating effect on cell growth. 

They are, therefore, very dangerous 
when applied to cancers and abnor- 


mal growths, but they are useful in 
other ways. 

The gamma rays are the longer, 
having a length of three inches or 
over. These are the rays that have 
effected marvellous cures of can- 
cerous growths. They check the de- 
velopment of abnormal cells and 
gradually re-establish a normal cell 
balance, 

The alpha rays are stopped by 
glass, aluminum and other metals ; 
The beta rays are stopped by lead, 
but the gamma rays penetrate lead. 
A thin sheet of lead will, therefore, 
Protect the tissues against the in 
furious alpha and beta rays. These 
rays are also eliminated by. holding 
the radium at about two inches, Fil 
tration through lead requires many

more applications than distance fil- 
tration, as the lead causes a loss 
even of much of the gamma rays. 

Radium also produces a kind of 
gas, known ws an emanation, which 
fills a reeeptacle in which the metal 
is kept. This gas causes bodies with 
which it comes in contaet to become 
radio-active for a limited time. This 
furnishes a basis for another kind 
of medical treatment. The radio- 
activity may be induced in water, 
which is then drunk and exercises a 
valuable curative effect in many in- 
tractable internal diseases. The 
radio-activity may also be trans- 
ferred to solid substances and used 
in the treatment of abnormal 
Srowths. As the use of the incred- 
ibly costly radium is minimized by 
this method it becomes an important 
economy in treatment. 

The alpha rays are charged with 
particles of positive electricity, the 


beta rays with negative electricity, 
while the gamma are apparently not 
charged at all. When a stream of 
radium rays is thrown into the field 
of an electromagnet the alpha rays 
are thrown to one side, the beta rays 
to another, while the gamma Trays 
flow straight, 

With an instrument called the 
spinthariscope it is possible to watch 
the bombardment of countless tiny 
sparks produced by radium. When 
these are put under the influence of 
the electro-magnet it is possible to 
see the difference between the three 
kinds of rays, It may be seen. for 
instance, that the alpha rays are 
very weak and wabbly, 

The alpha rays have a strong bac- 
tericidal action when they are 
brought in immediate contact with 
disease germs. Thts 1s why radium, 
when held too near, destroys healthy 
tissue cells, When a thin sheet of 
lead is held between the radium and 
the object, the bactericidal action dis- 
appears. 

The curative effeet of radium on 
malignant growths is not due to its 
bactericidal or germ-killing power, 
This is the opinion of Dr, Robert 
Abbe and other high authorities. In 
treating malignant growths the bac- 
tericidal action of the alpha rays 
must be eliminated to secure good 
results, Their curative value is at- 
tributed to some imperfectly under- 
stood power of restoring the bal- 
ance of normal cell growth. 

The gamma rays have a decided 
effect in checking life. When meal 
worms were radiumized they went 
on living as meal worms indefinitely, 
“veritable Methuselahs,” while their 
sisters and brothers, unradiumized, 
progressed for generations, complet 
ing eycles of beetles, eggs and mea! 
worms Over and over again. 

There are many ways of applying 
radium, One method, shown in the 
large illustration at the head of this 
page, consists in preparing a paste 
with radium bromide and spreading 
it upon a metal plate having a long 
handle, The operator, wearing a 
rubber glave, applies this to the 
tumor. The alpha and beta rays may 
ve eliminated by keeping this at a 
distance of about two inches or by 
interposing a sheet of lead. 

The length of application varies 
with the case. Dr, Abbe speaks of a 
case where he applied radium for 
thirty minutes to a malignant growth 
and it began to retrograde in ten 
days. In another case he applied it 
tor twenty-four hours. 

Two other methods of application 
consist in placing the radium in a 
leaden tube, open at one end, and in 
spreading it on a cloth which is at- 
tached to the surface to pe treated. 

Sulfate of radium injected into the

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veins increases blood production, im- 
broves the digestive functions, stim- 
ulates the liver and strengthens the 
nervous system. Radiumized water 
has a similar effect. 

A piece of radium placed against 
the head of a blind person, or the 
head of an ordinary person in the 
dark, will cause him to see light in 
which solid objects may be distin- 
guished, 


It js from London that the definite 
announcement of the efficiency of 
radium in curing malignant growths 
has come, although Americans have 
had a large share in the achievement. 

Sir Frederick Treves, the noted 
surgeon, who made his reputation 
by treating the late King Edward, 
announced recently at the Radium 
Institute in London that the emana- 
tions of radium could be used in 
place of the original substance, The 
Radium Institute is a philanthropic 
institution founded by Sir Ernest 
Cassel for treatment with this ma- 
terial. It possesses more radium 
than any other institution, 

“Radium igives off this emanation 
constantly,” said Sir F. Treves. 
“The amount of the emanation de- 
pends on the amount of radium used. 
The emanation practically never 
weakens. The radio-activity of the 
piece of radium from which it exudes 
is inextinguishable,” 

As a matter of fact, it has been 
estimated that an atom of radium 
sheds one-half its radio-activity in 
2,500 years, The emanation prob- 
ably lasts for something approximat- 
ing that time, although its duration 
has not yet been calculated. 

Radium emanations contained in 
sealed metal applicators are now 
sent out to doctors tnroughout Eng- 
land for patients who cannot obtain 
radium or go to the institute. & 
gram of radium costs $100,000, but 
the emanation is given almost for 
nothing. 

At the Radium Institute many 
cures of inoperable cancers or ma- 
lignant tumors were announced. 
One woman had an enormous sar- 
coma of the eollarbone. She had 
been informed by surgeons that the 
only remedy was removal of the en- 
tire right arm and shoulder, A tube 
containing 116 milligrams of radium 
was imbedded in the tumor for 
twelve hours on two consecutive 
days. Within a month all signs of 
the growth had disappeared. Now, 
after the lapse of six months, there 
is no recurrence,

At the Middlesex Hospita, in Lon- 
don, a great institution for the treat- 
ment of cancer patients, reports 
show twenty-five cases of cancer 
cured by radium. Sir Alfred Pearce 
Gould, senior 
pital, says: 

“By the use of gamma Yays in 
Gancer of the breast I have seen foul 
ulcers cleaned; some ulcers - have 
healed up entirely; I have repeated- 
ly seen small secondary nodules in 
the skin and fascia digappear; I 
have had several cases where larger 
and deeper secondary growths in- 
volving muscles, ribs, rib cartilages 
or sternum have disappeared, and in 
other cases sich growths have re- 
mained quiescent and stationary for 
such long periods that I could only 
think the radiations had at+least an 
inhibitory effect on the growth.” 

Dr. Robert Abbe, senior surgeon of 
St. Luke’s Hospital, New York, one 
of the most noted operators of the 
metropolis, before the recent Inter- 
national Congress of Medicine in 
London described an amazing series 
of cures of malignant growths by 
‘means of radium. 

“During ten years,” said Dr. Abbe,

had an inoperable cuyctnoma of the 
thyroid gland of the neck, After 
three series of treatments with ra- 
dium the enlargement and hardening 
of the thyroid disappeared. The pa- 
tient has now returned to work, 

Most striking results have been 
obtained from drinking radiumized 
water. Out of 100 per cent of ad- 
vanced rheumatism cases 40 per 
cent showed marked improvement, 
30 per cent derived benefit, and the 
remaining 30 per cent remained un- 
changed. 

Walter A, Brady, the seventy-year- 
old clerk of Part V, Supreme Court 
of New York, reports that’ he has 
been cured of a hopeless case of 
hardening of the arteries by ra- 
diumized water. He was told that 
there was no prospect of a cure, 

Three months ago he began tak- 
ing a preparation of radiumized 
water put up by a Berlin physician. 

“The results have been amazing,” 
says Mr. Brady. “From an arterial 
pressure of 230 pounds, which is a 
terrible one, my pressure has been 
reduced to 150 pounds, not far above 
normal, and I feel twenty years 
younger, My regular phy.ician has 
been keeping my chart, and he is as 
enthusiastic as | am,” 

The apparatus used consists of a 
tiny tube containing a particle of 
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“T have been able to study the effi 
clency of these specimens of Madame 
Curie’s radium on more than 750 in- 
dividual cases in private, including 
250 epitheliomas of all parts; 180 
carcinomas of the tongue, throat, 
oesophagus, breast, intestines and 
other visceral organs; 50 sarcomas 
of the skin, parotid gland, bones, etc.., 
besides goitres, tumors of the liver 
and mediastinum and a variety of 
naevi, moles, papilloma, etc.” 


In all cases where he had not ob- 
tained beneficial results Dr. Abbe 
said it was due to error in using 
the radium, There were three types 
of results (1) destruction of tissues 
too closely in contact (2) stimulation 


and harmful results, and (3) effi- 
clent retrograde degeneration of 
malignant growths, with lasting 


benefits amounting at times to a sur- 
gical cure, 

Since he had understood that the 
gamma rays were the cause of the 
degeneration of tumors Dr. Abbe 
said he had never failed to obtain 
beneficial results. 

Here is an example of one of Dr. 
Abbe’s many cases: 

“A young man had the upper three 
inches of the right humerus entirely 
replaced by a myeloid tumor ex- 
panding in lemon shape. Under co 
caine anaesthesia a portion removed 
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showed mixed giant-cell and spindle- 
cell sarcoma. I embedded in the 
mass four tubes of radium (tota] 150 
milligrams) for three days, so as to 
irradiate and cross-fire it, During 
the eight weeks following gritty bone 
began to form in the soft tumors, 
and then a bony shell formed. Dur- 
ing six months a marked increase in 
bone and simultaneous shrinkage 
has occurred, Notwithstanding some 
central necrosis of the soft tissue, it 
bids fair to recover its bone solidity 
and strength.” 

So wonderful was the regrowth of 
normal tissue previously destroyed 
by a tumor that Dr. Abbe put for- 
ward a theory that radium ‘has the 
power of restoring the balance of life 
forces:

This ques- 
tion, with many others, still awaits 
solution.

knowledge is one possessing an “en- 
ligntened liver.”

The next night the rice was 
left at her door. The other was a 
theft of money. In this case, too, 
the thief was cursed.

exactly what occurred and of what you were thinking before 
the outrage would be a matter rather for your imagination than 
for your memory.

NE of the most interesting addresses 
O delivered at the recent great Inter- 
national Congress of Medicine, ‘in 
London, was by Dr. A. L. Soresi, of New 
York, 
Dr, Soresi described how he had brought 
animals to life nine minutes after their 
hearts had stopped beating by direct trans- 


fusions of blood from other animals. He 
argued that the same method would revive 
all cases of death from morphine, ether 


ther as Steadily Passed into Death. . 


and concaine poisoning and from asphyxia 
and hemorrhage. 

He decribed how his method of blood 
transfusion had saved many children dy- 
ing from abnormal! bleeding. He referred 
to a technic of joining severed nerves and 
blood vessels which would enable him to 
graft the limbs of dead persons on to liy- 
ing persons who needed them. Surgeons 
were of the opinion that Dr. Soresi could 
avoid many of the defects of Dr. Carrel’s 
method of grafting. The most interesting 
passages of Dr. Soresi’s addresses follow:

severe injury of which would cause death. 
This assertion must now be taken with 
the modification that what we are com- 
pelled to admit to be a fatal injury at the 
present time may not be so in the near 
or distant future. So, if it is true that the 
loss, for instance, of the arms or legs, or 
of both, might not cause death, and the 
person who suffered the loss might live as 
long as if there had been no loss, this is 
due, in addition to the development of 
our surgical technic, to social conditions, 
The same loss would prove fatal to a per- 
gon isolated from other human beings, as 
he would be unable to gather food or carry 
it to his mouth, and as a consequence 
would starve to death. Years ago it was 
thought that the stomach was an organ 
essential to life; now we can safely re- 


(" IS generally stated that there are 


move that organ without immediate loss 
of life, although the person who suffers 
the loss is predisposed to immature death 
from poor digestion, 

Asphyxia, wounds of the heart, etc. 
were considered fatal only a few years 
ago, and are so now where the emergency 
facilities are not at hand. Up to the 
present day a stab wound of the abdom- 
inal aorta, with its sudden and appalling 
hemorrhage, is considered fatal, but below 
experiments will be deseribed in which 
life was restored, although for as long as 
nine minutes the heart had already 
stopped beating. : 

When a person is declared dead, and is 
really so, it does not mean that all his 
organs are individually dead. The great 


majority of them could be transplanted to 
other individuals, and under favorable cir- 
cumstances would live indefinitely. Life 
must be understood as the result of the

harmonious automatic work of the organs 
constituting the body. The word auto- 
matic has to be emphasized, because the 
phenomena occurring when life is kept on 
artificially cannot be considered as life 
For instance, a decapitated anjmal cannot 
be said to be alive, although it is possible 
to maintain circulation, respiration and 
the digestive function for a certain tim. 
after the head has been severed from thr 
body. This proves that each organ ca: 
live an independent life for a certaiz 
length of time, but that life is present only 
when the organs of the body are working 
automatically in a harmonious way, be 
cause each aceomplishes certain functions 
which supply energies and stimuli to the 
others. It also shows the role of the nerv- 
ous system to be the great co-ordinator of 
all the others. 


In certain respects the living body ean 
be compared to an automobile. The roie 
of the nervous system in regard to the 
functions of the body corresponds to those 
of the chauffeur, steering brakes and wires 
in the automobile. A serious damage to 
the nervous system causes definite death, 
because the organs, if they work at all, do 
not work harmoniously, each disturbing 
the other, until the harmonious automatic 
work ceases and thus ends life. The im- 
portance of the nervous system can well 
be understood in cases of asphyxia, for 
instance. There have been numerous 
cases of gas poisoning where the patient 
was brought back to life with almost 
normal] respiration, circulation, etc., but 
failed to live because the nervous system 
had been damaged to such an extent that 
its coordinative power was lost. 

The most difficult problem to be met in 
resuscitation is the reactivation of the 
heart's function, The technical difficulties 
concern the impossibility at the present 


New York Girl’s Great Feat of Mountain Climbing 


London, Oct. 4. 

WN, SIR ALFRED TURNER, who 
G has recently been in the Alps, re- 

lates a thrilling achievement of @ 
New York girl, which is unparalleled in 
the records of mountain climbing among 
women. General Turner said to your 
correspondent: 

“A remarkable feat of courage and en- 
dyrance was accomplished from Engelberg 
on August 28 by Miss Edith Welsh, a young 
American lady. 

“Titlis is the highest of the mountains 
in the locality, and though it can only 
boast of an altitude of 10,686 feet, Engel- 
berg, the starting point, is some 3,800 feet 
above the sea, while Zermatt Is 5,300 feet 
and the Schwarzsee 7,541 feet, and the 
Matterhorn, which Miss Welsh ascended 
on August 23, Is 14,865 feet; so that the 
height to be surmounted was greater in 
the case of Titlis. . 

“The latter mountain, ascended by the 
ordinary route from the Trubsee, is con- 
sidered to be one of the most accessible 
of the Swiss snow giants and only requires 


a trustworthy guide and good condition in 
the climber. It has been climbed many 
thousand times, 

“The northern wall, however, had long 
been held to be inaccessible; from the val- 
ley at Herrewinte it appears to be quite 
perpendicular up to a height of nearly 
8.000 feet, where the glacier commences

“The first ascent on this side was made 
last year by an Englishman, Mr, Kirkwood, 
the second by Miss Welsh. Accompanied 
by the guides Hermann Hess and Eugen 
Kuster, she left Engelberg at 6:15 a. m., 
and proceeding up the Hohfad Alp com- 
menced the ascent of the northern face at 
8 a. m. 

“For eight hours the party led by Kus- 
ter, toiled up this nearly perpendicular 
precipice, the difficulties of which were 
found by Miss Welsh to be incomparably 
greater than those of the mighty Matter- 
horn; so great were they that the guides 
tound it advisable to climb in stockings. 

“Two hours more were spent crossing 
the glacier and descending the Laubergrat 
to the Trubsee Hotel, and at 8:30 p. m. 
Miss Welsh reached Engelberg, where she

time of entering the left heart without pro- 
ducing irreparable damage. If the left 
-heart could be entered with some stimulat- 
ing liquid as easily as the right, life could 
be re-established without much difficulty. 
The reaSon is that the coronary arteries 
supplying the heart have their origin in 
the left side of the organ, and death being 
considered as asphyxia anemia, or anes- 
thesia of the heart, it is evident that bet- 


ter results than those now met with could 
be obtained if a technic of supplying the 
heart with a fresh, stimulating liquid 
which would wash out all the waste prod- 
nets and supply new stimuli could be de- 
veloped, 

It is not an exaggeration to state thai 
all cases of poisoning from morphine, co- 
caine, ether and chloroform, as well as 
from asphyxia and hemorrhage, could be 
revived after the patients had been pro- 
nounced dead for a certain length of time, 
if the coronary vessels of the. heart could 
be flushed with stimulating solutions. 

In my numerous experiments I have 
found that the liquid that best stimulates 
and reactivates the heart action is fresh 
blood. The most gratifying results have 
been obtained up to the present time in 
reviving animals dead from hemorrhage. 
I have bled animals to death by severing 
the temora) artery; artificial respiration

was maintained by pumping air or other 
gas through the trachea; the thorax was 
opened and the heart exposed. When al! 
heart beating had stopped artificial res. 
piration wasalso stopped at times, and 
at other times kept up. Direct transfusion 
of blood was resorted to through the ex- 
ternal jugular vein. Heart beating and 
life could be restored up to seven minutes 
after heart beating had completely 
stopped. No result could be obtained if 
instead of blood other stimulating liquids 
were used. 

I have found my method of direct trans 
fusion of blood very useful in cases of 
pathological hemorrhage (abnormal bleed- 
ing). Among the patients thus treated 
are those know as “bleeders,” who bleed 
through the mucous cavities of nose. 
mouth, etc., at the slightest shock, 

Blood transfusion hitherto has failed 
technically in the hands of the very best 
surgeons. The reason of the failure is 
that when transfusion jis not properly per- 
formed a clot forms between the blood 
vessel of the donor and the blood vessel 
of the recipient. The clot will not allow 
the flowing of the blood from one to the 
other, All my efforts are directed to pre- 
vent the formation of a clot at the point 
of anastomosis. 

From the time that transfusion was first 
attempted, doctors have used a blood ves- 
sel of the donor in which the pressure was 
high, or have raised such pressure by 
artificial means. This has been done 
under the impression that the stream of 
blood coming from the donor under high 
pressure would overcome the pressure in 
tue veins of the reviplent, ind so the 
blood of the donor would flow easily into 
the recipient, 

The commonest procedure is to anasto- 
inose the radial (wrist) artery of the donor 
with a vein of the limb of the recipient. 
As the blood of the radial artery is under 
about seven times as much pressure as 
the vein of the recipjent, it seems logical 
to reason that the blood of the donor will 
flow freely into the system of the recipient. 
That this does not always occur is proved 
by the many failures of direct transfusion 
of blood. 

The blood of the donor does not flow 
freely, as is commonly supposed, and this 
is evident from the fact that transfusion 
ie generally kept up for from one-half to 
one hour. A rough estimate of how much

diood the donor would jose in that time 
from a severed radial artery clearly shows 
that the death of the donor would result 
if the blood was flowing freely. Rarely 
the blood is flowing so rapidly from the 
donor to the recipient that the flow has to 
be slowed down by compression of the 
artery. In these cases, and only in these, 


is the blood flowing freely from the donor | 


to the recipient. 

Why, then, does the blood not flow in 
every case from the artery of the donor 
into the system of the recipient? Be- 
cause the technie of using an artery of 
the donor and a vein of a limb of the re- 
cipient is wrong. To make the blood flow 
freely from donor to recipient, the blood 
of the donor should flow without any ob- 
stacle directly into the heart of the recip- 
ient. This-is accomplished by using the 
external jugular vein of the recipient, and 
is explained by the laws regulating the cir- 
culation of the blood. When the blood 
leaves the blood vessel of the donor and 
enters the vein of the recipient, it is no 
more under the influence of the heart of 
the donor, but under the influenee of the 
heart and blood vessels of the recipient 
exclusively, and in order to circulate it 


must reach the heart of the recipient. 
Why this does not occur is easily ex 
plained.

eft heart and negative at the right. This 
difference in pressure assures the circu- 
lation of the blood, which depends mainly 
on these factors; the blood is containads 
in a closed elastic system of vessels begin- 
ning and ending in the heart, which acts 
as a double pump by rhythmic continuous 
movements of expansion and contraction. 
The blood will flow where it meets least 
resistance, sO an animal can be bled to 
death by severing any blood vessel and 
keeping its lumen opened, because there 
is no obstacle to the blood flowing out, 
In some pathologic conditions, such as 
shock or severe hemorrhage, the super- 
ficial blood vessels are almost bloodless 
and therefore collapsed. The blood flow- 
ing from the artery of the donor meets a 
great obstacle in the resistance offered by 
the narrowing of the lumen of the veins 
of the recipient. 

The veins have numerous ramifications, 
so that the further the blood flows the 
more resistance it meets. With increased

est Possible Time, and with the Least 
Resistance. 


resistance there is diminution of pressure, 
because the width of the bed in which the 
blood is flowing, when contained in the 
artery, is enormously increased in the ven- 
ous system of the recipient. 

By using a vein of the neck of the 
recipient the conditions for the flowing of 
the blood from the donor are quite differ- 
ent from the conditions described above 
when using a vein of a limb. The pres- 
sure of the blood in the veins of the neck 
of the recipient is negative, and even in 
the most extreme anemias cannot oppose 
any resistance to the blood flowing from 
the vessels of the donor. As the blood 
flows where there is least resistance, by 
anastomosing the vessel of the donor with 
the vessel in the neck of the recipient, the 
blood will flow very freely from the vessel 
in whieh the pressure is position to the 
one where the pressure is negative. By 
using a vein of the neck of the recipient 
-the blood coming from the donor falls di- 
rectly into the heart of the former, aided 
by the suction of the heart during diastole 
and by the changes in pressure in the 
chest during the inspiration and expira- 
tion. 

Recent experiments have convinced me 
that the best technic is to use a vein for 
both donor and récipient. It is extremely 
easy to find a good-sized vein in the arm of 
any adult as donor. For the recipient the ex- 
ternal jugular vein should always be used, 
for the physiologic reasons explained 
above and because the greatest difficulty 
met in performing transfusion in children 
is due to the fact that their superficial 
blood vessels are very small. It was then 
necessary to use the external femoral, 
which is of pretty good size. but not vers 
superficial, while the external jugular is 
both superficial and of sufficient size even 
in infants. 

General arfésthesia is absolutely con- 
tra-indicated; in many cases it would be 
suffcient to produce the child’s death, and 
it is not at all necessary. Cocaine solu- 
tion, 1 to 500, is sufficient to produce per- 
fect anesthesia. 

Remember that transfusion must pro 
ceed slowly; if the blood is flowing too 
rapidly make slight pressure on the don- 
or’s vein. Transfusion should last only a 
few minutes; a child does not need much 
blood. 

Rapid repair of blood vessels and heart 
have been accomplished by a new technic 
which I have devised, but not yet pub- 
lished. The technic is as follows: Small 
gold wires are bent so as to form an 
arc with two very small points in the 
inside of the arc. The intima of the 
eut blood vessel is ‘brought into per- 

fect contact by 

squeezing the little 
gold wire, as

In the prevention 
of death the heart

The question is not 
one of stimulation of the heart so much as 
of saving its strength. In pneumonia, for 
instance, death could be prevented if the 
heart action could be kept up for a few 
days, the problem here being one of heart 
action only because the disease exhausts 
itself in a few days. The heart is flushed 
with blood loaded with poisoned products, 
and while its stimulating and nutritious 
element, the blood, is nourishing it poorly 
and poisoning it, it has to work harder 
because of the resistance met from the 
consolidation of the lung tissue: 

With these considerations in view I have 
in two cases resorted to direct transfusion 
of blood into the external jugular vein, 
after having bled the patient, in order to 
let out the poisoned blood.

Smith’s success in swimming across 
from Dover to Calais, for she intends 
to try it before the first November 
Morn makes its appearance. 

Miss Smith is a suffragette, yet

@mashing in of plate-glass windows 
in order to get the vote. Other 
;women may pursue the militant 
course, even her two athletic sisters, 
if they wish, but by demonstrating 
that the sexes are physically equa]l— 
intellectual equality she takes for 
granted—she expects to be of better 
service toward winning the franchise 
for her sex. 

The distance between Dover and 
Calais fs twenty-eight miles, and 
‘were it a question of distance alone 
Miss Smith’s task would be an easy 
one, but the Channel waters are 
treacherous, embracing as they do 
‘Many currents and counter currents. 
Only two human beings have suc- 
ceeded in swimming across this bit 
of water that has made the history 
of England what it is, the first person 
having succeeded having been the 
‘amous American swimmer, Captain 
Webb. He did so in 1875 just a few 
years before he lost his life in an 
attempt to swim the Niagara Rapids.

blacksmith named William Burgess, 
but between the date of Webb’s suc- 
cess and that of the Englishman's 
swimmers innumerable have had 
their tries at it, only to be heiped 
out of the water before the French 
shore was reached. Not all of them 
were men, for at least two women 
have had their chances at it. They 
were Annette Kellermann and Rose 
Pitinof. It is seen, therefore, that if 
the “English Water Lily” crosses 
successfully she will have just rea- 
son to be proud. 

She has tried it once. On Septem- 
ber 11, 1912, she dived from the gov- 
ernment pier at Dover and started 
out with a strong stroke for the 
other side and kept at it for six and 
one-quarter hours, but then, like Miss 
Kellermann, she was overcome with 
seasickness and had to give it up. 
Nevertheless, she had covered a dis- 
tance of twenty miles in that time, 
which is something of a record in 
itself. 

Honors have come to Miss Smith 
and other members of her family so 
often, however, that their novelty 
has worn off. Her father is James 
G. Smith, a superintendent in the 
London County Council Fire Depart- 
ment, and wears many medals for 
bravery and life saving. Two years 
ago he made his way through smoke 
and ammonia fumes in order to res- 
cue three men who were entrapped 
in a burning refrigerating plant, and 
for the deed won the plaudits of all 
London. But he is a man who would 
rather not talk of his own triumphs 
and prefers to speak of those of his

Lily had earned the title of ‘““Cham- 
pion of all London” before she was 
fifteen years old ,by virtue of her 
success in many competitions.

The 
young girl’s daring on this occasion 
was quite disquieting to her father,

Both she and Wolffe had to give up 
the struggle, however, for a strong 
wind came up and, blowing in exactly

In her seventeenth 
year Miss Smith made 
the fifteen-mile swim 
from Richmond to 
Blackfriars Bridge, in 
the Thames. She was 
pitted against thirty- 
four men at the time 
and crossed the finish 
line ahead of twenty- 
five men, having cover: 
ed the distance in four 
hours and nine minutes. 
This was in 1907, and 
that marks the date of 
the first swimming com- 
petition in which wo- 
men and men _ were 
both entered. She made 
equally good showings over 
same course in 1908 and 1909. 

She first made England sit up and 
take notice when, in 1910, she cov- 
ered twenty miles through rough 
water in six hours and thirty-five 
minutes. She started at Dover, 
struck out for Ramsgate and then 
came back down the Channel to Deal. 

This was the most remarkable feat 
accomplished in the water by any 
woman up to that time and bore cut 
the prophesy made by that great

sportsman, Sir John Astle¥, when in 
1876 Agnes Beckwith, a girl still in 
her ’teens, swam from London Bridge 
in Greenwich, a distance of five 
miles, in one hour and seven min- 
utes. The Baronet said at that time, 
“I should not have believed it pos- 
sible had I not seen it with my own 
eyes. After this I can say that I am 
sure. the time will come when a 
twenty-mile swim will be accom- 
plished by a woman.” 

Not content with merely doing 


what had been prophesied, Miss 
Smith decided to do something in 
the following year which would go 
further than any prophesies made up 
to that time—she decided to swim 
the Solent from Southsea to the Isle 
of Wight and return, a distance of 
twelve miles each way. 

She trained faithfully for this 
event all during the Spring of 1911, 
for the proposed feat was a difficult 


one, having been performed ‘pre- 
viously by only one swimmer, tlorace 
Davenport, who accomplished it in 
1884. 

Leaving Southsea on the minute 
of 6 o’clock, August 24, she started 
bravely on the first leg of the jour- 
ney, reaching Ryde Pier, which 
marked the end of it, at 10:45, She 
merely touched the pier, and imme- 
diately started on the return journey. 
When within five miles of Southsea 
she received a serious cut on the 
knee from a submerged barrel with 
which she came in contact. She did 
not give up the struggle, though the 
wound bled profusely, but bandaged 
the limb while still in the water and 
then resumed her task. She kept on 
Pluckily for half an hour longer, but 
the injured member proved to be too 
great a handicap, and so, against her 
own wishes but acting on the adyice 
of her trainer, Walter Brickett, she 
gave up the battle. 

This was a remarkable perform- 
ance because the Solent waters are 
even more dangerous and flow with 
greater speed than those in the Chan- 
nel. It was her showing on this oc- 
casion that won her the confidence 
of her friends and the praise of her 
compatriots, and from then on she 
has been regarded as a fit candidate 
for the cross-channel swim. She was 
still fresh when she was forced to 
leave the Solent on account of her 
injury, and this in spite of the fact 
that she had swam nineteen miles, 
That she would have firished—and 
in good time—had she not met with 
the barrel, there is not the least 
doubt. 

During that swim it was her lot 
to pass very close to H. M. S. Thun- 
derer, which was in the Solent. The 
officer on watch earned a little no- 
toriety for himself by ordering a 
boat manned and lowered and having 
it row around and around his ship 
when she approached. He was under 
the impression that Miss Smith was 
merely swimming from shore to the 
Thunderer, and he was determined 
that she would not be permitted to 
“land” on the vessel. Hence, he had 
put out a boat to keep her off. When 
those who were accompanying her 
on a tug shouted through a megu- 
phone and told Miss Smith’s real 
intention, the boat was called in and 
every man on the Thunderer came 
on deck to give three cheers for the 
plucky English girl. 

Miss Smith’s next accomplishment 
in the water was a swim from Worth- 
ing fo Brighton, a matter of twelve 
miles, which she did in four hours 
and thirty-five minutes, coming in 
only six minutes after Jabez Wolffe,

The dipping of the arms 
into salt water at the shore has 


coarsened the texture of the skin. 
This was because you did not take 
the precaution of well-informed 
houseworkers, who are careful to 
preserve their good looks, rubbing 
olive oil or mutton tallow freely 
into the arms before they are ex- 
posed to contact with the water. By 
doing this dish washing is robbed of 
its terrors. From this time keep 
your arms as moist with oil or tal- 
low as formerly they were with salt 
water. Soon the texture will im- 
prove. 


The saline air, combined with the 
salt water, may have irritated your 
skin, which is naturally sensitive. In 
that case use no soap, but instead 
use a handful of oatmeal or of al- 
mond meal when bathing your arms, 
The sensitiveness will disappear and 
the skin resume a silken texture if 
you patiently apply this lotion at 
morning and at night and as often 
between as circumstances permit.

If your arms have been sunburned 
at mountain shore or field, begin 
promptly on your return from your 
vacation, or before, to use a good 
bleach on them. 

This spread freely on the arms as 
a paste gives gratifying results with 
a few applications. 

Beat, until light, the yolk of one 
egg, forty drops of benzoin poured 
into the egg drop by daop, and an 
ounce of g!ycerine and an ounce of 
rose water. After spreading this 
thickly over the arms from wrist to 
elbow, wrap loosely around the 
arms a long strip of cheese cloth, 
fastening the bandage at elbow and 
wrist with safety pins. These shpuld 
be allowed to remain on the arms 
all night. 

Some girls dislike “bother,” though 
I have noticed that they pay the pen- 
alty of this dislike to take pains to 
preserve their beauty, by either look-

Not ail of Miss Smith’s triumphs 
were won in long-distance events, 
nor were they confined to competi- 
tions held in England. In 1909 she 
went to France, and at Rouen suc- 
ceeded in capturing third place In a 
competition involving eleven men be- 
sides her, the one woman. In a 1,000- 
metre race held over a course in the 
Seine during that same year she led 
the way right from the start to the 
finish line, and was followed by all 
the other competitors in the race— 
eighteen of them, and all of them 
men. : 

In all, Miss Smith, has won seventy- 
three medals for her prowess. 

The Channel swim, which she has 
tried once and which she will try 
again, has been attempted “many 
times .by Jabez Wolffe, who is fre- 
quently her trainer. Wolffe once got 
within three miles of the French 
shore, being forced to leave the 
water. 

Annette Kellerman was the first 
woman who ever made the attempt 
and who was qualified to make it. 
Seasickness byought about Miss Kel- 
lermann’s withdrawal after she had 
been in the water over four hours 
and had travelled over twenty mi'es. 
“Seasickness will be the greatest ob- 
stacle to all women who attempi to 
swim the Channel,” she announced 
at that time, and she was evidently 
correct, for Miss Smith was troubled 
with mal de mer when she tried it 
last year, and she has never before 
been so troubled in any of the jong 
swims she had made. 

Will Miss Smith end man’s suorem- 


acy in the water? She will net 
be the first woman who has at- 
tempted to do so at least. In 1901 


Mme. Isacescu, an Austrian woman, 
swam forty-eight miles in the waters 
of the Danube and did it in eight 
hours and ten minutes. No man has 
succeeded so far in equalling that 
record. Mme. Isacescu became fa- 
mous after that, and was looked 
upon as one who would, without 
doubt, be able to swim from Dover 
to Calais if she but made the at- 
tempt. Her friends and all those in- 
terested in swimming in Austria 
urged her again and again to try it, 
but she would not do so, 

Agnes Beckwith, mentioned abov 
established some records that hake 
never been lowered. Over a ten-mile 
course in the Thames she swam in 
two hours and forty-one minutes, 
She swam twenty-five miles in the 
Ocean and took only nine hours and 
thirteen minutes to do it. Her record

N the 14th of July, at the re

Many schemes have been devised 
for finding the wounded on the field 
of batile and not having to abandon 
so many, but none works like this of 
the dog corps. It is impossible te 
light up the field of battle, for even 
though the victorious army might 
do so, the defeated host would Cer- 
tainly not be permitted to do it. 

Nor should it be forgotten that 
even in daylight we do not find all 
of the wounded, The whistles which 
it has been suggested to furnish to 
the soldiers, to be used when wounded

are not effective, especially if the 
wounded man is unconscious, as is 80 
often the case. 

The dog also seems practical, and 
indispensable as an adjunct to the 
sanitary corps. Has he not proven 
his value on the battlefleld? In the 
war in the Transvaal the collie dogs 
saved the lives of hundreds of the 
wounded. During the war in Man- 
churia the German dogs of the sani- 
tary corps rendered great service, 
especially at the battle of Cha-Ho. 

The idea of using dogs in this way 
is not altogether new. It had its 
origin in Germany. It has advanced 
so far there that they have more 
than two thousand dogs trained for 
this service. The French society or- 
ganized for this purpose has already 
some two hundred or more, But it 
requires further development. 

All kinds of dogs are not adapted 
to this work. The French dog is the 
best type for the purpose, because of 
his intelligence, keen scent and faith- 
He is at least equal to the 
German sheep dog, usually taken for 
the corps. Airedale terriers are quite 
adaptable, and almost any dog from
